Inflation 


NEW YORK—The western nations aren't 
the only ones with hard-to-contro!l economies. 
The latest UN world economic survey shows 
that the “USSR centrally planned economies” 
4 have had to fight inflation, 
work stoppages, absentée- 
ism, and some unemploy- 
ment. The report also re- 
fers_to_“labor" and “man- 
agement" problems. 

The revelation of infla- 
f. tion in particular punctures 
mothe cearetuity - cultivated 
Communist myth: that the 
planned economies are in- 
herently stable. 

The report shows that 
since 1953, prices have generally tended to 
decline but it also shows that-prices rose in 
Russia between 1928 and 1940 by 65 per cent. 
Nor wete these increases mainly brought on 
by preparation for war. The report shows 
that prices increased fairly steadily through 
the period — by 1932 up to 250 per cent, 1937 
Postwar inflation in the 
satellites was as much as 79 per cent. 

“Despite state ownership of most produc- 
tive capacity and state planning of resource 
allocation, the: centrally planned economies 
have all experienced considerable inflationary 
préssure during certain periods of their his- 
tory,” the UN economists report. 

The report reflects the discovery by econ- 
omists, politicians and production men on 
both sides of the iron curtain that economies, 
both capitalist and Communist, are far more 
complex mechanisms than they realized a 
few years ago. In fact, some economists say 
that “mectianism” isn't the right word to 
use. They say that economies often seem 
like living things — wilful, sometimes maii- 
cious living things. :

One reason the Communist economies are 
hard to control lies in the fact that, like those 
of the West, they feed on money. Consumer 
goods are not allocated but are exchanged for 
money and this makes it possible for the sup- 
ply of goods and the supply of money to get 
out of balance if Kremlin planners make mis- 
takes. And, since Kremlin planners do in 
fact make mistakes, the Communist econo-

the UN report. “These pressures have fre- 
quently resulted in unauthorized - wage-in- 
creases granted by managements of individ- 
ual enterprises.” 

The report says that these increases have 
been stimulated, and often caused, by short- 


ages of qualified workers forcing manage _ 


ment to bid competitively for their service, 
* * + 
The report shows that wage increases have 
also been used as a means of social control: 
“In some instances wages and prices were 
raised simultaneously with the aim of re- 
ducing the_real income of non-wage earners, 
particularly of peasants, and also the real 
value of accumulated saving.” 
Along with greater-than-planned increases 


in wages, another major cause of inflation in - 


Communist countries is the failure of food 
plans. 

“It is significant that not a single country 
of the group was able to fulfill its plans of 
agricultural output,” says the report. 

The UN economists. found that food pro- 
duction in Hungary, Romania and Yugoslavia 
was actually lower in 1956 than in 1953. This 
decline occurred in spite of intensive efforts 
to increase production which. began in 1953 
when all Communist countries put greater 
feliance on inventiveness and compulsory de- 
liveries to the state were reduced or in some 
cases eliminated — they were eliminated in 
Russia last month, Collectivization of agricul- 
ture in some countries was. abandoned. Sup- 
plies of fertilizer and implements were in- 
creased, in the Soviet Union the great virgin 
lands settlement program was begun, in- 
creasing total land under cultivation by one- 
fourth,

A 14-year-old Duncan boy is today undergoing a 
delicate heart operation closely similar to one which 


was televised from an operating theatre in Seattle re- 


cently. 

Plucky, fair-haired..Cameron 
Hoegi actually watched this 
operation on TV—yet he was 
serene and cheerful and be- 
trayed no sign of fear when 
I saw him in the children’s 
ward at Roya} Jubilee Hos- 
pital Thursday evening. 

“It's a pretty- tricky “op” 
all right,” said Cameron with 
a quick glance at his mother 
and grandmother who sat by 
his bed. Then in a casual 
voice, he added: 


Cameron, a student at Cow- 
ichan High School, developed 
a heart condition last Feb- 
ruary. Yet only last summer 
he was an_outstanding ath- 
lete, so promising at games 
and track racing that a teach- 
er once referred to him as 
“good Olympic material.” 

After the boy complained 
of being short of breath, a 
Duncan doctor diagnosed a 
serious heart condition and 
this was subsequently veri- 
fied by a leading Victoria 
specialist. 

Cameron and his parents 
hiad a difficult choice to make. 
Either he could undergo a 
difficult operation, or he 
could forego it, with the prob. 
ability that the heart condi- 
tion would wofsen as he grew 
older, 

All three chose the opera- 
tion. 

“Only one thing is bother- 
ing me,” Cameron said. “I
